W ashington, April 17—The pension 
legislation to be taken up by this con­ 
gress was the subject of a conference 
by republican leaders Thursday. There 
were present the speaker, Chairm an 
Pickier of the committee on pensions, 
and Representatives Dingley, Dalzell 
and Payne. Mr. Pickler’s general pen­ 
sion bill, reported to the house%by the 
committee, was discussed m inutely, as 
the committee on rules desired to be­ 
come fam iliar with the term s of the 
bill before deciding whether to give it 
tim e for discussion in the house. 
It 
was decided th at it would be a good 
policy to take up the pension question, 
and the bill will be brought forward 
in the house and ample time given for 
debate on it w ithin a few days. 
Under this bill discontinuances or re­ 
ductions of pensions would be unlawful 
except for fraud, clerical error, mis­ 
take in facts or recovery from dis­ 
abilities. 
Commissioner Raum ’s inter­ 
pretations of the act of 1890, which 
have been largely reversed by the pres­ 
ent adm inistration, would be restored, 
and pensioners dropped from the rolls 
by these feversals would be restored 
on application. 
The securing of pen­ 
sions would be considerably facilitated.

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INSANE NOT ABUSED 
IN THE ASYLUMS

MRS. 
DUDLEY’S CHARGE. 


Says Her Rhetoric Is Brilliant But Her 
Knowledge Limited—Food Is Good 
And the Beds Are Comfortable— 
State Board of Lunacy Is Wholly 
Unnecessary. 


E dito r G a z e t t e—Mrs. Marion V. 
Dudley’s criticism of my report on the 
Wisconsin county asylums for chronic 
insane, calls for a reply from me, not 
to vindicate myself, which is a m atter 
of little moment, but to defend the 
m anagem ent of hospitals and asylums 
from erroneous ideas in regard to 
them. 
It is obvious th at Mrs. Dudley has 
never seen my report but has read a 
brief newspaper synopsis of it and has 
jam ped at conclusions. 
My report did 
not include the Milwaukee Hospital 
for the Insane, of which alone she 
speaks with any knowledge, but cov­ 
ered the tw enty-two county asylums 
only. 
Her criticisms relate to the 
Milwaukee Hospital only, which she 
never calls by its proper name. 
W ith 
splendid rhetoric but very poor logic 
she includes all institutions for the 
Insane in one general condemnation, 
because she thinks she was ill used in 
one of them. 
These institutions are 
not perfect, and my report does not 
say they are, as Bhe implies, but it 
does say that the county asylums are 
well managed places for the chronic 
insane and have no* serious abuses. 
There is no institution and no family 
in which there is not some little fric­ 
tion a t times, and many insane per­ 
sons are very hard to get along with. 
B ut any fair minded and intelligent 
person can go to the R ick county asy 
lum or any other of the county asy- 
lumsjand see for himself th at it is we I 
managed. 
It does not require special 
medical skill, as she claims, to deter­ 
mine most cases of insanity and it cer­ 
tainly does not require an alienist to 
Bay w hether the food supply and the 
beds of which she complains, are what 
they should be. 
Shows 
a 
L ively Im agination. 
Mrs. Dadley’s detailed description 
of the food she had to eat for nine 
m onths gives evidence of a lively imag­ 
ination. 
This description is not true 
a t the present time of the food in th at 
or any other hospital or asylum in the 
state. 
At the time she was there I 
was not in office. 
But I do not believe 
there ever was a time in any hospital 
or asylum when the food was contin­ 
uously bad for nine months. 
For 
many years I have watched this special 
point of the food, have inspected it 
both on the table and before it was 
cooked, have talked about it with 
officers and employes, with attendants 
and patients, and have had occasion 
to criticize now and again some article 
of food or to ask for greater variety. 
The great fault I have constantly 
fonnd with the food in hospitals and 
asylums is one incident to cooking for 
a large num ber of people together, 
th a t the food is more or less insipid 
and monotonous, just as I have often 
found it in hotels and boarding houses. 
This, however, is far from agreeing 
w ith her extravagant statements. She 
says: 
“ I have seen as the rule on the reg­ 
ular tables of patients, not comfort­ 
able food, such as the money appro­ 
priated to it ought to buy, but dam­ 
aged bread made from wormy flour 
week after week; no milk ever, no real 
coffee or tea, only slops as vile as are 
given to healthy pigs; never any but­ 
ter; poor dirty molasses, rancid meat 
aud everything corresponding, while 
in the same dining room the healthy 
attendant ate from a separate table 
her food of far higher quality.” 


One D irect Statem ent. 
This statem ent is the only plain fact 
she alleges as to the ill usage of 
patients out of a mass of glittering 
generalities; except a general state­ 
m ent th at the beds are “ vile abomina­ 
tions.” I will reply specifically for all 
hospitals and asylums in this state. 
The bread is always good, made from 
the best straight flour or from patent 
flour. 
Milk is given freely, from a 
pint to a quart a day for each patient, 
being used for both cooking and drink­ 
ing. 
I saw glasses of milk for those 
patients who wished it on almost 
every table. 
The tea and coffee vary 
in quality as it does at botels and are 
sometimes poor, but generally good. 
In one of the hospitals the superin­ 
tendent 
for 
medical 
reasons 
has 
reduced the strength of the coffee by 
using barley. 
In this connection I 
will say th at I saw a woman who had 
become insane from the excessive U9e 
of coffee, and ochers who have been 
much injuied 
by coffee 
and 
tea 
B utter is provided everywhere, at leat!

for every meal. 
In some cases where 
butter has been purchased from farm ­ 
ets it has varied in quality but where 
creamery butter is used or th at made 
at the institution the quality is of the 
best. 
The 
meat 
is rery carefully 
bought by the whole or half carcass 
and is kept in large 
refrigerators. 
A ll Food P ractically th e - Same. 
I have not heard of any meat being 
spoiled or “ rancid.” 
This could only 
happen with salt meat in barrels and 
very little of th at is now used. 
Al­ 
most always the best quality of syrup 
is used. 
la one asylum the super- 
io cadent told me th at he tried syrup 
but the patients begged him to get 
the darker molasses again, but this 
was an exception. 
The vegetables 
are raised on the farm and are plenty 
in summer, and a large quantity is 
carried over w inter of 
those vege­ 
tables which can be kept. 
The food 
of the attendants is the same or nearly 
the same as th at of 
the patients. 
There is no such difference as Mrs. 
Dudley speaks of. 
I have frequently 
inspected the food of both with ref­ 
erence to this very thing. 
She says “ If 
Mr. 
W right 
would 
stay awhile in the asylum and sleep 
in the beds there provided for the in­ 
valids he might give a different re­ 
port also in th at respect, for of all 
vile abomonations the beds in the 
public ward of an asylum are the 
worst.” 
I have often done th at very 
thiug, I have eaten 
the p atients 
food 
and slept 
in 
the 
patient’s 
beds purposely to put myself in their 
place. 
I have found the beds in the 
wards quite 
comfortable and very 
clean. 
In the morning I have some 
times found the beds of certain pat­ 
ients “ vile abom inations” but 
th at 
was not the fault of the officers but of 
the filthy insane. 
To 
call 
a 
bed 
which is a little hard a “ vile abomi­ 
nation” is a sample of how language 
can be misused by a lively imagi­ 
nation. 
Doors Open A utom atically. 
She complains th at the patients at 
Wauwatosa are locked iD their “ cells” 
as she calls them, at night and are in 
danger of burning up if the hospita 
should take fire. 
She evidently never 
noticed that in th at institution every 
door can be opened at once from the 
office by means of an electrical device 
invented by the 
superintendent to 
guard against this very danger of 
fire. 
The danger from tire is one of 
the very things carefully looked after 
by the stave board, as Rock county 
can testify; because th at was the reason 
for compelling the county to abandon 
its old fire tram p and 
construct its 
present excellent buildings for the in­ 
sane. 
Some things which she complains cf 
I heartily agree with her in relation 
to mere curiosity visitors ought not to 
be encouraged, as it is not pleasant 
to the patients to be stared at and 
commented on. 
In the three hospi­ 
tals, including the one to which she 
was committed, every effort is made 
to guard the patients against curiosity 
visitors, by only adm itting such visi­ 
tors when most of the patients are on 
the grounds or in their rooms. In the 
county asylum it would be better to 
have less visiting, and yet th at very 
publicity is oae of the 
best safe­ 
guards against abuses. 
She complains with justice th at pa­ 
tients are not allowed to lie down on 
the bed in the day tim e, which is an 
instance of housekeeping crushing out 
comfort, such as we flad in private 
homes as well as in institutions. 
This 
rule is abolished in many of 
the 
county asylums and patients in them 
are allowed to lie on the 
beds in 
the day time. 


Som e L etters 
Are 
Im proper. 
She also justly complains th at let­ 
ters are not always forwarded. 
It 
would not do to allow all letters from 
patients to be sent, because some pa­ 
tients write grossly abusive and vile 
letters. 
But I believe a letter box 
should be placed 
on each ward to 
which the officers of the institution 
should 
not have keys, and 
which 
should be opened only by members of 
the State Board of Control and per­ 
sons delegated by them. 
Mrs. Dudley advocates a Board of 
Lunacy to take out from hospitals aud 
asylums persons wrongly held as in­ 
sane. 
Dr. Morton, whom she quotes 
admiringly, because he unofficially de­ 
clared her not to be insane, is chair­ 
man of such a body for Pennsylvania. 
Has he found th at any number of saae 
persons are beld as insane in Pennsyl­ 
vania? 
The State Board of Control of 
this state have all the powers of a 
board of lunacy. 
Have they found 
th at sane persons are generally being 
held as insane in our hospitals and 
asylums? 
The fact ie th a t the old 
abuses in th at line, especially in Eng­ 
land came from the ease of commit­ 
ment by the certificate of physicians 
w ithout the order of a court, to a 
private asylum whose proprietor was 
interested by the prospect of high 
fees to detain the alleged insane per­ 
son. 
In this state nearly all the in­ 
sane are in public institutions whose 
officers have no personal interest in 
keeping a single person bnt who have 
professional pride in counting as many 
cures as possible. 
No person can be 
legally committed to any institution 
except upon order of a court of record 
after a fair trial. 
And we have the 
additional safeguard, besides th at of 
the lunacy power of the State Board 
of control and the w rit of habeas cor­ 
pus, th at any incane person may de­ 
mand a re -hearing and a jury trial if 
he wishes. 
R eal Abuse N ot Stated. 
The real abuse in the commitment 
of the insane is not mentioned by Mrs. 
Dudley, doubtless because it has not 
been brought to her attention. 
With 
few exceptions insane persons are ta ­ 
ken to the hospitals by sheriffs, and 
are often committed to jail pendiog 
their examination or after commitment 
until it is convenient to take them to 


the hospital. 
The law expressly au­ 
thorizes this. 
The pecuniary expense 
to the public in large sheriffs’ fees is 
the least of the evils of this practice. 
The impression made on the insane \ 
th at they have been tried and convict­ 
ed of some crime, and the harsh meth­ 
ods of treatm ent by some sheriffs, are 
the great evils. Every superintendent 
of a hospital haB for many years pro­ 
tested against this abuse. 
The county asylums have brought 
home to the people a knowledge of in­ 
sanity and an opportunity to know 
how the chronic insane are treated, 
such as does not exist in other states. 
If any citizen of 
Rock county fears 
th at the insane in his own county 
asylum are ill treated, it is not difficult 
for him to investigate the m atter for 
himself. 
For those who have done so 
this letter is unnecessary as far as th at 
institution is concerned. 
I will only 
add th at the two state hospitals have 
never been in better coadition to treat 
recent cases of insanity than they are 
today.
